you will find numerous references to the Secret Service that I believe require 
your immediate, forthright and unequivocal explanation. You rd.il also find that 
thora ora apparently irreconcilable rnd vital disagreements between the official 
account of the Rreaident's wounds end what would appear to bo un»®anlloblo evidence 
such os tho autopsy chart, one of the early autopsy papers not burned, the holes in 
the ^resident's garments, the stoki testimony o£* tho Secret bervlco' s official 
observer, otc. ^specially with tho assassination of o President of the United •••tato 
no question can ever roraaln uns^naworad* 

As you know end (53 tho autopsy doctors testified, they took dozens of photographs 
end Xrsys of tlio President # o body. The undeveloped photographs, they say, they 
imediotely turned ovor to tho Cecrat ao rvice, to which they also handed the Xmys 
upon, completion. of thoir examination, i^ne of those are In the Oomnisoion 1 0 record, 
no no woro used by the doctors in either thoir preparations for testimony or during 
their testimony. Today I was inforaad by the National Archives that these photo- 
graphs and Xroys are in tho possession of the Secret service. 

If there is any question of tho propriety of publication of the photographs, this 
certainly cannot relate to their examination by tho proas end qualified analysts. 

would it acorn, would this a;. ply to tho Xrays. Certainly no question of nation- 
al security would scon to bo involved. I therefore esk that I ba permitted to exou** 
ins this evidence iramediotoly. I also inform you that my primary interoato era in 
looming whether tho President's non- fatal injury in tho posterior was in the hock 
or the bock and whther Dr. Robert r-S. McClelland 1 0 insistence that tho President 
had Q "gunshot-wound of the left temple" is correct. 

Furthur, on pngo 187 of my book you will find tho certification of Dr. James J« 
Humes that he "destroyed by burning'' come of tho autopsy papers that wsrs in hi a 
possession. There is nothing that I have found in a rather exhaustive examine tiou 
of the rocord to reveal any Secret Service Interest in or apprehension of tho 
destruction of ony such vital end historic records. 1 am now asking tor your 
explanation of how tho Secret Service could have permitted ouch a thing to happen.
